It is the intention of said pe- 
titioners to construct said railway, partly 
at least, on the surface and that said char- 
ter was not obtained for the purpose or 
constructing, maintaining and operating 
a bona fide elevated passenger railway as 
contemplated by the Act of June 7, 1901 
but for illegal and fraudulent purposes. 


That the several companies referred to

combination of said corporations which 
would fill or complete the line of the orig 
inal Philadelphia & Bristol Passengei 
Railway Company at the points where the 
same was interrupted by the injunction 
granted by the Court at the instance o 
the landholders. 


Tnat the petitioner knowing that a char 


ter for a street railway company gave nc 
power to condemn a right of way over lan< 
of persons not willing to grant said rigb 
of way, obtained this charter under the 
Act of 1901 for the purpose of securing 


id right of condemnation and that the 


action of said petitioner in the premise 
amount to an abuse of its privileges and a 
fraud upon the Oomonwealth under guiB 
whereof it seeks and pretends to extent? 
its street passenger railway as a consti 
tuent part of the Philadelphia & Bristo 
Passenger Railway Company or its succes 
sor. 


The respondents further averred that 


section 8 of the Act of June 7, 1901, relied 
upon by petitioners for the purpose in'- 
voked is unconstitutional and void, for 
reasons which they state in detail.^ 


The answer of Mr. Gav, made a further 


averment questioning the validity ot the 
consent of the Supervisor of Bristol town- 
ship. 


Both respondents asked that the rule be 


discharged and the petition upon which it 
was based be dismissed.

CARELESSNESS CAUSE OF DEATH. 


COBOSK'S JUBI BEPORT o» DBATH Or BBISTOL 


LOCKJAW VICTIM. - 


The coroner's jury which was impaneled 


in Philadelphia to investigate the causes j 
which led to death by lockjaw of Joseph j 
Goldie, of Bristol, rendered a verdict on 
Saturday. 
As will be remembered, Joe 


Goldie, aged 11, died on November 11, at 
a Philadelphia hospital. 


The jury determined that death was 


caused by "blood poisoning and tetanus, 
following secondary infection after vac- 
cination." That the boy's death could 
not be traced to vaccination WHS apparent- 
ly demonstrated. It was shown that he 
was extremely careless of the wound made 
whon he was inoculated with the virus. 


Goldie was vaccinated with other boys 


in his school in Bristol, on October 19 
last. 
He played basket ball with his 


school mates nearly every day and in the 
rough games the shield and bandage on 
his arm was often struck violently. 
Dr. 


Weaver, who treated the boy advised him 
to stop playing and promised if he did 
go, that he would take him to see some 
professional games. The boy stopped 
playing, but frequently acted as referee. 
This subjected him to almost as many 
knocks as before. 


Harry Strumfel and Elwood Minster, 


two of Goldie's schoolmates, described 
how, on Novemoer 7 or 8, they had seen 
him take off hi> bandage, when it bad 
slipped down his arm and toss it on the 
floor. He then wiped the sore, 
from 


which the scab had been torn a few days 
previous, and threw the wrapping on an 
ash box and put on his clothes without 
protecting the vaccination ulcer in any 
way. 
On the 9th of November Goldie 


refereed a gume of basket ball, during 
which thb bandage again came oil while 
he was wearing a colored sweater. He did 
not again put on the bandage. On the 
next day he complained of'his jaws hurt- 
ing him ana before night he was seized 
with tetanic convulsions. 


He was conveyed to Philadelphia and 


taken to the Hahnemann Hospital, where 
he had convulsions at the rate of one every 
five minutes. 
As a last resort the lad's 


skull was trephined and anti-toxin serum 
injected. He did not respond to the treat- 
ment and died early in the morning of the 
llth, 
Anaesthetics were administered to 


him during the convulsions. 


Dr. Wadsworth, the Coroner's physician 


testified tnat bis post-mortem examina- 
tion of Goldie's body had shown that the 
boy was not naturally strong nor weli 
nourished. Be waa thin and not well de- 
veloped. The doctor said it was evident 
that not even ordinary care had been ex- 
ercised in the care of the wound. 


Coroner Dugan said that Dr. Pursell, 


president of the Board of Health of Bris- 
tol, had advised him that between eighty 
and ninety school children had been vac- 
cinated with the same virus used on Gol- 
die. 
His was the only case of tetanus that 


had developed. There had been one other 
caire in Bristol, but it was demonstrated 
beyond doubt that vaccinnation had no 
connection whatever with it. 
The long 


time that has elapsed between the boy's 
doutli and the hearing Saturday has been 
due.to the prolonged investigation by the 
bacteriologists.

A Tribute to the Late E. 0. Hirrlson. 


In the report of tho office of Public 


Road Inquiries for 1S01 to Secretary of 
Agriculture, by Director 
Martin Dodge, 


the following tribute was paid to the late 
E. O. Harrison, of Hulmeville, a special 
agent of the department: 


"The good roads movement has sustain- 


ed severe IOBH during the year in the death 
of the veteran road builder, E. G. Harri- 
son, of who died in this city February 6, 
1901, at the iige of 73. Mr. Harrison was 
one of the pioneer road builders of New 
Jersey, and the success of the movement 
in that State was largely duetto his untiring 
zeal and conscientious work. For several 
years he had been connected 
with this 


office as special agent and road expert, 
and during this time he directed the con- 
struction of object-lesson roads and dem- 
onstrated the importance of road improve- 
ment in neai ly every State east of the 
Rocky Mountains. His presentations of 
facts and theories were unique and 
effec- 


tive.and he was unanimously liked. 
His 


work for American highways was in many 
respects similar to that of John L. Macad- 
am, the pioneer road builder of England. 


Gazette's Report Confirmed. 


Two weeks ago the Gazette gave the ex- 


clusive information as to the proposed 
plans of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. 
At that time it was stated that the 


company would maintain its present tracks 
and the same accommodations that now 
exist would be continued: that the new 
tracks would be run west of the borough 
over which all through trains would pass. 
The Gazette stated that the conditions here 
would be the same as at Lancaster. 
The 


Philadelphia Ledger of yesterday prints 
the following as the result of an interview 
with nn official of the company: 


Pennsylvania officials did not appear to 


be seriously disturbed in their plans over 
the action of the Bristol Council in reject- 
ing the ordinance providing proposed im- 
provements at that place, including an 
elevated structure through tho city by the 
railroad compony. One official stated yes- 
terday that such fl continconcy had been 
provided for, and that the company would 
KO ahead with its plans to run the line 
outside the borough limits. 


It was also stated that there was no fight 


with the Bristol authorities. "We simply 
could not accept their terms," said an 
official, "and it seems they were not will- 
ing to accede to what we believe to be a 
reasonable proposition. 
That is all there 


is of it. Our present tracks will remain to 
accommodate the business interests, but 
the main line will strike straight through 
the country outside the city limits from 
Croydon to Edgely. 
It was our intention 


to pass through Bristol a little west of the 
present line on elevated tracks, with high 
bridgesover every street to be crossed. The 
city authorities wanted us to open a new 
Walnut street as far as Spruce, to pave it, 
to bridge the old canal, to erect a house 
for the canal tender and perform sundry 
other municipal improvements not in our 
line. Of course we refused to do all this. 


'The line we now propose to run will do 


away with tho long curve necessary to pass 
through Bristol, 
will shorten the route 


nearly half a mile and will reduce the run- 
ning time, as trains will no longer have 
to slacken speed through the city limits." 


The above account appeared in the Phil- 


adelphia Evening Bulletin, and has been 
denounced by Gnptain and Mrs. David 
Campbell, grandparents, of the deceased", 
as untrue.
